States attorney for:the Sotthern District . of
Indiara the shipment herein described, involving a quantity of the product
located at Indianapolis, Ind.

On April 9, 1931, the United States attorney ﬁled in the DlStrlCt Court of thc,
United States for the district aforesaid a libel praying seizure and condemna-
tion of 5% dozen small-sized bottles and 454 dozen large-s1zed bottles of the said
Dr. Warner’s white wine and tar syrup compound, remaining in, ‘the original
unbroken packages at Indianapolis, Ind., alleging. that the. article had been
shipped by the C. D. Warner .Co., from Coldwater, Mich., September 16, 1930,
and had been transported from the Btate of Michigan into the State of Indiana,
and charging misbranding in violation of the food and drugs act as amended. -
